Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant stated that the invention using only one transducer to 
provide scanning sensation, both Skille and Murtonen devices used more than one transducer to provide wave-like 
vibration and can't provide scanning sensation by using a single transducer. Agreed that Skille and Murtonen each 
lacks a detail description of automatically changing the frequency of the signal to move the location of the vibration 
sensation from one part of the body to another part of the body, however, it is the examiner's opinion that, at least in 
Skille's reference, has disclose the frequency being set to different levels to provide treatments to varied parts of 
patient's body (column 5, line 4 to column 6, line 4). If one of ordinary skill in the art desired to provide different 
treatments on a patient, he could have looked to Skille's reference and seen that by adjusting the vibration frequency of 
Skille's transducers would be able to perform the same function as claimed. In addition, Skille in column 5 lines 66 to 
column 6, line 4 discloses the frequency can be varied to treat acute muscular trauma and post-operative 
convalescence. Since the muscles and tendons each have a length, it would have been obvious that the vibration can 
be transmitted to different locations when the frequency is varied. 

Further consideration will be given to Murtonen's reference. A formal amendment along with remarks will be required.. 
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What I claim is: 

1. The method of providing vibrations to the body of a human or an animal comprising the 
steps: 

A. Providing a wave generation device associated with -as few as "one 
transducer; : 

B. Locating said transducer next to said body; 

C. Actuating said wave generation device to cause said transducer to provide 
a signal producing a vibration in said body; and 

D. Varying the frequency of said signal by scanning to move the location of 
said vibration from one part to another part of said body^ . 

2. The method of claim 1 wherein said frequency is selectively scanned between 20 and 800 
Hz. 

3. The method of claim 2 and including the step of varying the amplitude of said signal. 

4. The method of claim 3 wherein said amplitude is selectively varied between 0 and 120 
decibels. 

5. The method of claim 4 and including a step of providing a rhythmic beat to the said 
signal. 

6. The method in claim 1 wherein said signal is in sine wave form. 

7. The method of claim 1 wherein step C includes producing multiple signals each 
producing a vibration adjacent a different area of said body, and step D includes varying 
the frequency of each of said vibratory signals by scanning to move the location of each 
vibration from said one part to said another part of said area of the body. 
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8. The method of Claim 7 wherein as said signals are non-synchronous and including the 
step of introducing a pause between said signals. 
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
